La- 
bor’s power is as great in the 
political as in the ‘economic 
feld. But this strength has 
never been expressed. The way 
to realize this strength is for 
labor to create its own election 
machinery throuzh tke forma- 
tion on a United Front Labor 
Party. A practical manifestation 
of this is the present United 
Front to put a Labor Ticket on 
the ballot in the coming muni- 
cipal elections in San Francisco. 

And this Labor Ticket owes 
much of its impetus to the San 
Francisco General Strike. At

No event could better illustrate the history that is shaping in 
the United States today! The masses who will voice their indig- 
Nation at the imprisonment of Mooney.are at the same time voic- 

_ing their condemnation of a corrupt and unjust social order. 

Tom Mooney h-s always understood clearly just why it is 
that he is in prison. H@ knows that he was placed there by a 
class. He knows that his frame-up is one incident in the class 
struggle of America; the employing owners, the capitalist class, 
against the toiling majority, the working class. He was railroaded 
to prison for organizing the workers to demand decent wages and 
conditions and to enforcé these demands through their economic 
power—the power to strike and bargain collectively. 

‘Mooney also knows that his continued imprisonment is account- 
able to the political power of the employers who maintain control 
over every government agency.
